SUBJECT: - Liaison Between IHC/SS and IGS 


1. In view of the responsibilities of the Intelligence 
Information Handling Committee, I am requesting that the 
IHC Support Staff be placed on distribution for a copy of 
IGS guidance papers which deal with dissemination and 
delivery of signal intelligence as formatted data.
